day, contains the following interesting 
article: 


Enormous ns are tli« profits to be de- 


•ived from etoring water in the lakes 
above Trackee, and sending it down to 
'eclaim the desert lands of Nevada, the 
lompauy that stores water in Tahoe and 
he other lakes, huve additional sources 
if revenue. The distance from Bronco 
o Virginia City is between ^seventeen 
tod twenty miles. Over this distance 
he transmission of power by electricity 
can be effected with a loss of between 
'orty and sisty per cent, of the original 
power. In a distance of half a mile 
root Bronco tha Trnckee river has sixty 
eet of fall, and by continuing 3 ditch 
he fall can be increased indefinitely. 
The land at this point has been bonded 
>y the name parties that bonded the 
jCrnekee Immber Oo.'s 18,000 acres of 
and. A ditch has been located and a 
lite secured for the erection of mammoth 
electrical works. As the natural flow of 
,ha river cannot be diverted from the 
channel of the stream to be taken to 
jong valley, the storage company will 
ave to permit a certain specified nnm- 
>er of inches to pass at all times down 
he river. While the surplus or waste 
waters of the river are ample for irriga- 
;ion, it is not designed to let the ordi- 
nary flow of the river remain unutilized, 
diverting this natural flow by means of 
a dam twenty feet high, erected on the 
auds of the company and conveying it 
islf a mile in a ditch also constructed 
on the company's lands, it is proposed 
o allow the waters to drop vertically 
eigbiy feet into turbines of the most 
approved pattern, and the power thus 
developed will be carried by belts to 
;enerating dynamos of the requisite 
lorse power.

generated, conveyed over

copper wires will transmit to electrical 
motors on the Com--took and will enable 
mine owners to. have a cheap, steady, 
reliable rower. It is estimated that

HAW A MILLIOK BOL1ABS. 


By reducing the co*t of power forty 


ner cent., three hundred thousand dol- 
ara could annually be obtained from the 
water power of the Trnekee river. It is 
certain, moreover, thit this reduction in 
tho cost of power would enable large 
ladies of low grade ores to be worked, 
thut now lie untouched, old abandoned 
mints wonld be worked, and Virginia, 
Gold Hill aud Silver City would awaken 
to their old limn prosp-rily. The lead- 
r\a electrical companies of America 
juve furnished estimates for the erection 
of the dynamos and motors, and for do 
DC tho lino work, and are willing to 
guarantee (hat the plant when placed in 
Josition will accomplish the work and 
;ive entire satisfaction, or they will ask 
no pay. 
The plan has often been talked 


of by electricians and mining men, bat 
IBS heretofore been impracticable be- 
cause of the unreliable flow of the 
Truckee river. 
When log-driving is in 


operation aud the dams are closed down, 
.here is scarcely any water, and when 
:he floorls come the great volume of 
water becomes a positive men nee to 
dams and ditches, To allow a steady, 
continuous flow of a specified quantity 
of water, a perfect system ol Btorage 
must be maintained, and the amount 
released day and eight during the en- 
ire year, must ba nicely and accurately 
adjusted. 
Controlling the great storage 


reservoirs, and the land where the 
water power is converted into eleolro 
motive force, the company now have 
absolute control of all the conditions 
necessary to success. 


The Virginia and Gold Hill Water 
o. are now diverting the waters of 


Lake. Marlette, and carrying them in 
ODammolh pipes to Virginia, and drop- 
ping a portion of the water some sixteen 
hundred foot down the Chollar shaft, 
and are thus operating five dynamos of 
100 horse power each. The electricity 
thus generated is running a mill on the 
surface. Ent one of the largest money- 
making schemes in connection with the 
business referred to, is tho 


STOEAOE OF NATUBiL ICE. 


For a period of nineteen years the 


portion of the Trnekee Basin lying im- 
mediately nnder the eastern crest of the 
Sierra Nevada, :n the 
vicinity of 


Truckee, has been the acknowledged 
ica field of tho Pacific Coast. All the 
natural ice of the Coast must for all 
future time ba stored wiihin a radios of 
twenty miles of Truckee. It is true 
that ice can bo stored on Walker, Car- 
son and Pitt rivers, and that a firm is 
now operating on the headwaters of the 
Willamette in Oregon. But these opera- 
tions are of no moment because of their 
location, and of the insignificance of 
their possible future. 
Truckee is and 


must continue to be the only ice belt of 
the Coast. The Sitka Ice Company at- 
tempted to compete with Trnekee at 
tho outset fifteen years ago. The at- 
tempt was abandoned as 
fruitless. 


There are eight companies engaged in 
storing ice on the Truckee river. 'J his 
has been the most favorable beason for 
ice milking ever known, and each com- 
pany haa put np its mnxunum limit of 
ice. Every house 13 crowded full, aud 
an additional crop of ice could buvr 
been gathered by every company had 
there been storage capacity. The pnb- 
lisbel statements of these companies 
show that the crop of 1889 is ns follows:

These figures include -1,000 tons car- 


ried over from last year, BO the actual 
storage of the Benson tm given by the 


companiM may be placed at 100,000 
tons. In the language of a famous ice 
Superintendent, these figures may be 
discounted ten per cent, for exaggera- 
tion and ten per cent, for shrinkage, 
and the result, 80,000 tons, will bo 
about the correct figures. 


All of these companies, except the 


Sierra Lakes Go., have already occupied 
about all the locations for ica wbiob 
they possess. 
The Sierra Lakes Co, 


can largely increase thiir cutting area 
by constructing ponds up the Little 
Truckee. All these companies are in 
the combination known as the Union 
Cos Co., except the Tahoe, Floriston, 
Rocky Ban and Essex. On the lands 
of the Trnekee Lumber Co. included in 
the bond above mentioned, are splendid 
locations for 


TWENTT-FIVE ICE FONDS 


Banging in size from eight to fifty acres. 
All these locations are easily accessible 
to the Central Pacific Railroad, and all 
are within nine miles ol Trnekee. The 
Union Ice Co., has leased some of these 
locations for a series of years, in order 
;o prevent their being used by compet- 
ing companies. All leases have now ez- 
pirod, however, and the lands are ready 
[or occupancy by a corporation whose 
capital stock will be placed at one mill- 
on dollars. The control of these loca- 
ions means a control of ice storage of 
the Pacific Coast, for a larger available 
acreage for harvesting-ice is represented 
!>y these locations than of all companies 
combined. The enormous profits of the 
Ice business, the possibilities of its be- 
ing extended almost indefinitely, and 
the comparatively small cost ot storing 
the crops, makes it one of the most de- 
sirable investments for capital. It sel- 
dom costs as much as 25 cents per ton 
on an avernge, to store Trnckee's ice 
crop, aud some firms assert that their 
ice is stored in the booses in favorable 
Winters for less than eight cents per 
ton. When it is remembered that ice 
sells for from seven nnd a half to fifteen 
dollars per ton, it will be seen thut there 
is a margin for freight, delivery and 
wastage. 


There ar« extensive locations foe ice 


ponds in Martis Creek, aud in the re- 
gion lying between Martis Creek aud 
the Trucltee river, but these locations 
are absolutely useless unless water can 
be carried to them over the bonded 
Inndi, from the Truckeo river. It is 
also reported that at least one leading 
ice company will have to make terms or 
cease operations, because its dim over- 
flows the lauds of the Truckee Lumber 
Co. These lands nlso include the en- 
tire right of way for a 


H1ILROAD TO TAHOE. 


The Central Pacific has offered to 


build this road if the right of way is 
granted. The increasing popularity of 
Lake Tahoe as ft Summer resort, the 
larger quantities of freight that are an- 
nually hauled to the lake, the immense 
tracts of wood and timber that would bo 
accessible, and the certainty that ice 
crops wonld be stored nnd transported 
to the markets of the cuust, all contrib- 
ute to mnkb thin proposed twelve mile 
railroad n desirable investment. 
Over 


a million cords of wood could bo cut 
on the sides of the cunyon and the pin- 
team above. This wood and six squire 
miles of virgin forest are also included 
in the bounded lands. Wood could be 
supplied to the railroad cheaper along 
;he rivtr, between Truckee and Tuhoe, 


n at any other point on the line of 


the Southern Pac fie. Each side of the 
canyon is well adapted for nniniag wood, 
and the Tuhoe and Truckee railroad 
could furnish economical wood to the 
Southern Pacific for the next fifteen 
years.
